REMARKS 



Reconsideration of the application is respectfully requested for the following reasons: 

1. Rejection of Claims 5 and 7 Under 35 USC § 103(a) in view of U.S. Patent No. 
4,554/191 (Plunkett) 

This rejection is respectfully traversed on the grounds that the Plunkett patent discloses 
a stator made up of a single pole plate assembly, rather than a plurality of separate coaxially- 
stacked and staggered pole plate assemblies, as now recited in claim 5.
